The Jockey Club’s apportionment ef racing 
dates for the year was tbs subject of favortble 
comment among horsemen yesterday. It ^as 
the nnauimons opinion that the stewards bad 
made virtnally an impartial division of the 
time at their disposal. In the antnmn meetings 
the Qneens Connty Clnb will only have tan rac 
ing days and the Washington Jockey Clnb 
twelve, bnt by way of offsetting this abridge' 
ment, the former organization is granted seven 
teen days in the spring instead of fifteen, as in 
tbs past, and the latter twelve beginning on 
April 2 and concluding April 14. As the spring 
meetings invariably show better financial re- 
anlts than the antnmn ones, the Queens Connty 
oflSeials aie donbtlese well satisfied with the 
program. 

It is probable that the Corey Island Jockey 
Clnb will run out its full allotment of twenty- 
nine days— sixteen at the June and thirteen at 
the fall meetings— six days a week. Last sea- 
son this association raced twenty-six days. The 
Westchester Clnb will race five days a week 
dnrirg its spring period, and Brooklyn at least 
five. Brighton and Baratoga will both rnn 
daily, the first named organization knowing 
thirty and the second twenty savea racing days 
From Angnst 8, Brighton’s close, to Angnst 25, 
Coney Island’s antnmn openinir, Saratoga will 
monopolize the eastern racing field. It is not 
anticipated that the demise of W. H. Clark will 
serionsly interfere with the plans of the Em' 
pire City Clnb, and it is expected to give its in- 
angnral rnnuing meeting this antnmn.— New 
York Herald. 

It was annonnced from ban Francisco that 
Advance Gnard, Yellow Tail and F. W, Erode 
wonid meet again at Tanfcran on either Mon- 
day or Tresday of this week, bnt the race fsll 
throngb becansa of a controversy about the 
services of Jockey Spencer. Saturday’s Exam- 
iner said cf the matter: 

“The Tanfcran ctficials annonnced yesterday 
that they Lad arranged a three-cornered race to 
be run next Tuesday between F, W. Erode (115), 
Advance Gnard (115) and Yellow Tail (112) at a 
mile. 

“Scarcely was this made public, with author- 
ity, before Messrs. Pester & Hackett notified 
the secretary that they would ship Yellow Tail 
to Oakland today, and would not permit him 
to start next Tuesday. Unless they change 
minds this will break np the race. The 



owners of the $16,000 colt ssy they are entirely 
willing to race their colt providing Spencer 
rides him. The dispute over this boy’s services 
is what is responsible for the failure of the 
race. Both the owners of Advance Gnard and 
Yellow Tail claim that be had promised to ride 
for them. Spencer himself says that Mr, Shields 
approached him the first day of last week and 
asked him to ride Advance Gnard in the event 
ef a three-cornered race being arrranged. 

“ ‘Go and tee Mr. Corrigan,’ was Spancer’s re- 
ply. 

“The next day Foster called on him writh tha 
same request and receivsd thi same reply. 

Mr. Con igan, who has first call on Speacsr 
and makes his engagements, promised him to 
Shields. The Yellow Tail people thought all 
along he was to ride for them. Now that ha 
rides Advance Gnard, they do not care to race. 
It is possible the affair may ha eompiomited to- 
day, and it is to be hoped it will be.”
